CONGRESS FINAL CUBAN ACT 


CHEERS 
GREET TIIE LAST 


CUBAN ACTION AND THE 


MATTER RESTS WITH 


THE PRESIDENT. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,Apr. 6.—The Cuban 


resolutions are at loot passed and Congress 
is now done with the question. The 
matter now rests with the president. 


The vote was taken immediately after 


the reading of the journal this forenoon, 
and the senate's concurrent resolutions 
were adopted by a vote of 214 to 27. 


The galleries were filled to witness the 


close of the Cuban episode. Chairman 
Hitt of the foreign relations committee 
called for the regular order of business. 
Speaker Reed at once put the question ot 
adopting the conference report on the 
resolutions. 


A chorus of ayes followed and a feeble 


sound of noes. The speaker was about to 
declare the vote carried when Mr. Hitt 
demanded the ayes and nays. After the, 
roll call and when the vote of 244 to 27 
was announced, great applause greeted 
the vote and the galleries took up the 
demonstration in hearty good will. The 
resolutions read as follows: 


Resolved, by the senate (the house of 


representatives concurring therein), that 
in the opinion of congress, a condition of 
public war exists between the government 
of Spain and the government proclaimed 
and for some time maintained by force of 
arms by the forces of Cuba and that the 
United States of America should maintain 
a strict neutrality between the two gov- 
ernments. 


Resolved, further, that the friendly of- 


fices of the United States should be offered 
by the president to the Spanish govern- 
ment for the recognition of the independ- 
ence of Cuba. 


Spate's feeling in this matter may be

received today. 


MACBID, April 6.—The result of the 


vote on the question of the United States 
and Cuba is anxiously awaited. 
In 


any event hostilities must cease soon. No 
reinforcements will be sent before Sep- 
tember. 
In case belligerency is recog- 


nized, it is believed here that the ques- 
tion how and when the United States will 
intervene will be left to Mr. Cleveland. 
If he offers the friendly offices of the 
United States while he intimates other 
steps, the offer will be refused. 
The 


Spanish cabinet is in session today. From 
the time Congress voted on the qeestion 
the ministers and Queen regent here dis- 
cussed the question. Although papers 
declared a crisis, the people are calmer, 
and there is little war talk.

"Hold his head down!" shouted a man 


from tho sidewalk. 


Two laborers, big, strong lellows, wore 


passing. They sprang forward and held 
tho bend of the fnllrn horse close to the 
ground. Two other men came and sat on 
the animal's neck. 


An up lawn car had come op and stop- 


ped. 
A moment later a down town car 


was blocked, and both drivers went for- 
ward to the fallen horso and offered sug- 
gestions. Tho conductor of tho down town 
oar caught hold of tho wagon and tried to 
lift it off tho track. He was not strong 
enough and swore softly. 


A uohcemuu came, and at his heels a 


crowd. Tho horso was still down, and sii 
men were sitting on his nock. 


The crowd increased. Two moro cars 


came up, and tlio four drivers and con- 
ductors swore. So did the passengers. 


A policeman from tho next post came 


np on a run and attempted to scatter the 
crowd. That ninde tho crowd larger. 
They formed u circlo about the fallen 
horso. 


Everybody asked everybody elro what it 


was all about, and the policoman said, 
"Get fell out o1 hero I" 


A small boy, with a cloth cap over his 


ears and a roller skate on ono foot, nlipped 
past the policeman and got inside the cir- 
clo. 


Tho fallen horse had ceased to struggle. 


Nine men were holding him down. 


"Say!" said the small boy In a piping 


voice, aud the crowd glared at him.

The men got off the horse and looked 


foolish. Tho animal was on his feet in a 
moment. Thodrivcr jumped on bis wagon 
and said, '•Gwan'" 


The two policemen turned to the van- 


ishing crowd and said, ''Get fell outo" 
here!"

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—A most start- 


ling plot of desperadoes and anarchists 
has come to light here today. A plot is 
now known to have been made with the 
object to hold up the special Vanderbilt 
train now in the west, and abduct Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt. 


George Gard, one of the best detectives 


in California and late chief detective of 
the Southern Pacific railroad, gave pub- 
licity to the plot in Los Angeles hut night, 
on his arrival in this city. 


Detective Gard had informed the offi- 


cials of the Southern Pacific road before 
the Vanderbilt party arrived at El Paso, 
and precautions were taken to prevent 
the daring attempt to kidnap Mr, Vander- 
bilt. 


"Shortly 
before the Vanderbilt party 


reached El Paso " said Detective Gard, 


I received a letter giving the plans of a 


gang of extremists and anarchists to kid- 
nap Cornelius Vanderbilt. The letter was 
written here. The informant said Baa 
Francisco was the base of the operations 
of the men working the plot. He said 
they had been conspiring for some time 
but were unable to agree upon a plan un- 
til they saw the announcement in the pa- 
pers of Vanderbilt and Depew coming to 
California. Immediately they laid plans 
for a hold-up." 


"The informant was a member of the 


gang but said he continued the role of a 
conspirator to inform concerning devel* 
opments. I know the writer, his history 
and associations, and went immediately 
to Supt. Muir of the Southern pacific 
at Los Angeles and told 
the story. 


He considered it of startling impor- 


tance. Telegraphic communications with 
officials in San Francisco brought out 
the opinion that? the conspirators had 
agreed to hold up the Vanderbilt special 
at some point in the San Joaqnin valley. 
In case no money was offered on the spot, 
the ruffians were to kidnap Vanderbilt 
and kill the rest of the party, if necessary 
to accomplish the end in view. 


"Steps were taken by the company 


after the warning telegraph and it was 
suggested that a pilot engine be sent 
ahead of the special. But fears that why 
it was done wonld become known and 
this plan was given up. As the anar- 
chist planned the hold up in the San 
Joaquin valley there was no fear of vio- 
lence below Baker's Field. 
This side of 


there the special was to ran only in the 
day time and it will now be remembered 
that the Vanderbilt party remained over 
night at Baker's Field and the San Joa- 
quin valley was passed in day light. 


"Because of this circumstance or gome 


other reason the plans of the outlaws 
were upset. There was no hold-up and 
Cornelius Vanderbilt was not abducted. 
I am inclined to believe tho men con- 
cerned in the plot were frightened Into 
abandonment of their plans." 


Detective Gard has the distinction of 


being acquainted with more crooks than 
any Californian. His statement that he 
knows the 
informant 
is undoubted. 


Neither Vaaderbilt nor Dephew were 
informed of the plot and left last evening 
for the East ignorant that they had been 
made the object of the conspiracy of a 
gang of desperadoes.

STORE BROKEN INTO. 


Burglars Enter a Hardware Store and 


Take Many Knives. 


J, M. Darby's store was broken into 


some time between Saturday night and 
Monday morning and a large quantity of 
pocket knives were stolen.

a Glutton. 


The shrimp is a scavenger. It •will eat 


almost anything. It is a greetly creature, 
tt may often be f eon in aquarium tanks to 
seize a piece of food weighing more than 
itself. If this scrap should be lying on 
the bottom, l.he shrimp with its first effort 
upon swooping down upon It might raise 
It clear and then bo compelled to drop it, 
or to sink with it again to the bottom, 
there to attack It piecemeal. The shrimp 


! is often put In aquarium tanks to help 


teop them, clean. It seeks out and eats 
neglected scraps and little bits of food put 
In for other marine animals, but which 
the others may have missed, and which 
may have settled down iu crevices or other 
by places. But while the shrimp is thus 
useful as a scavenger it IB necessary at 
feeding time to see that it does not got 
also the food intended for the other ani- 
mals. The shrimp la exceeding!,- quick 
in movement, and it may dart down and 
seize tho food out of the grip of an animal 
much larger than itself, and it would be 
equally ready to take food from tho help- 
less sea anemone or the fighting crab. A 
tiny shrimp would not for a moment hesi- 
tate to feed upon a dead fish held in the 
grasp of a lobster, trusting to its agility to 
escape If the lobster should resent the in- 
trusion. 


But while the shrimp is able to and duos 


hold its own remarkably well for cue of 
Its size life Is by no moans all plain sailing 
for it. 
Thoro are other creatures of the 


eea that are quite as quick and quite as 
merciless, and that snap up the shrimp 
whenever they get a chance. Here may 
| bo a dead menhaden lying on the bottom, 


with 500 shrimps at work upon it, pulling 


I and hauling. One shrimp may get an ex- 
| tra big piece, only to bo attacked by three 
or four other shrimps that leave the men- 
haden and fight with the shrimp that has 
the fragment for the possession of that. 
Tho water is alive with shrimps about tho 
dead fish. 


Along comes a big weakflsh or a striped 


bass. The wcalcfish may sea tho shrimps 
feeding from a distance of 10 or 12 feet 
away. If the weakflsh ever laughs, It prob- 
ably laughs on an occasion like this. It 
may approach along the bottom, or it may 
dart down obliquely and dash through the 
mass of shrimps with open mouth, sweep- 
ing away a dozen of them and dispersing 
the rest. The dispersal, however, is likely 
to be but temporary. The weakfish is not 
apt to return to this particular quarry. It 
seems to regard tho meeting with the 
shrimps around the menhaden as only an 
incident of Its day's meandering, and it 
goes its wiiy and tho shrimps return to 
their prey. 


But it might be that a little school of

Dreadful Experiences of Missionaries and 


Christians. Fire, Pillage and the Sword. 


Brave Defense of a Home. The 


Suffering In Armenia. 


The press has loft the Armenian horrors 


of the past few mouths vividly before the 
public, but additional interest in any great 
event is always aroused by words from 
one who is known, consequently the fol- 
lowing letter from Mrs. Wing-ate, a niece 
of Dr. A. M. Smith of Willininstown, who, 
with her husband, is engaged in mission- 
ary work in Turkey, will be read with ex- 
ceptional interest at this time. 


TALAS, Turkey, Jan. 13. 


Your letter chose an evil hour in which 


to visit these regions. Thank your stars 
and stripes that you did not come In 
person. I expect you are pretty well 
posted as to the recent events, but I can 
give you some details which may not 
have reached you. 


We have been living under a great 


strain for two months past, and though 
the danger seems quite as great today as 
any day, still we cannot bear the burden 
of anxiety in all its weight all the time, 
or we should be in our graves by this 
time. We know we may have to fly for 
our lives any hour, but in the meantime 
we go about our ordinary occupation as 
though there were no such thing as dan- 
ger. 


About the time your letter appeared on 


the scene we were packing up and plan- 
ning what we should do in ease of an at- 
tack, and one morning we fled from this 
house with our hearts in our mouths and 
took refuge in the girls boarding school, 
which is a email castle for strength. Wo 
continued to spend our nights there for a 
week or so. I was here when the attack 
was made at Ccsarea, but it was about aa 
bad as being there myself to have Mr. 
Wingate there the best part of a week 
when things were at their worst, and to 
have fears lest I should never pee him 
again. I am nearly as badly off now, for 
he is away for an indefinite period taking 
supplies of bedding, clothing and money 
to the villages to the north, where the 
suffering is even greater than here. 
It 


is a work that must be done, and he and 
Mr. Fowle where the ones to whom it 
fell to do.it- 
The only other mission- 


ary is Dr. Dodd, and he was especially 
necessary to me just now, on account of 
Lois' severe illness. It was like choosing 
between her and Mr. Wingate, but she is 
better now and I trust he will be brought 
back in safety. He was very active during 
the massacre at Cesa'ea, guarding our 
own and our neighbors' houses unaided by 
government protection, and giving shelter 
to over 120 souls, some of whom would as- 
suredly have been killed but for him, 


Sample of Turkish Horror. 


Our minister at Constantinople had ob- 


tained an order some two weeks before 
this affair for the protection of each mis- 
sionary residence in the country in case of 
outbreaks, and our mi! sionaries had asked 
for such repeatedly, but it was not till the 
day aiter the massacre that our house had 
a guard, and that not KU Mr. Wir.gate 
went in pcison and demanded one. Ibat 
is a correct s,«nple of,a Turk's promise. 
Tho iioters did their work passing from 
roof to root over the fUt mud roofs, and 
so had people at thejr meicy. Mi. Win- 
gale stood on our roof and talked to tiie 
ruiihms and got them tospaiu the houses 
that joined ouis, but they went through 
the otlieis thoiougbl}1, cm rying out every- 
thing that waH portable and det»ti oyiM£ 
everything tliey laid their bands oil, 
femushiiig windows,, shattering crockeiy, 
fapiliing kerosene in the iioui and provis* 
ions, or using it to set lire tu the hou&es 
These iclJowb repeatedly urged Mr. Win- 
gatetogo down, baying "We won't injure 
your house, but go away." They did not 
want to have him a vritueas ol tlieir devil- 
try. Once !i soldier ordered him down, 
taking aim at him. He conft'Mes to hav- 
ing; i etreatcd that time, but only tor a few 
minutes. He saw enough of human 
wickedness 
in those few 
hours to 


shake his neives 
very severely, and 


in the continued strain of the days that 
followed, and in seeing the victims of the 
brutal creatures and hearing the stories of 
their .sufferings, he is very much worn. 


1'rnrlii) SiiHerlnif. 


Some of the people whom we wetc very 


well acquainted with buffered fearfully. 
There was an independent preacher, 
educated in Scotland, and a physician as 
well, a refined and talented gentleman 
whom all respected, whose house wus 
attacked from the roof; kerosene oil was 
poured into pillows of straw and thrown 
down through holes dug in the roof, so 
that the house was entirely consumed. 
He, himself, his wife and brother-in-law 
btood in the court and fired at the attack- 
ing party. 'The fight kept up for three 
hours. He fell shot. His wivc's body 
was found buried under the ruins with 
her head nearly severed from her body. 
The son's body has not been disinterred 
yet. Four daughters and a aon, together 
with a neighbor's iamily, consisting of a 
man and his wife's sister and five or six 
children, were in the cellar during the 
attack. The woman there died of fright' 
and her sister, thinking she had fainted, 
worked over her two hours trying to 
resuscitate her. Finally when the house 
began to fall, she left that task to try to 
help the children escape through an out- 
side cellar door. 
They were barely in 


time, and the next moment her sister's 
body was buried under the falling walls. 


This young lady is a teacher in the 


kindergarten. Her earnings were kept 
for her by the preacher in the house 
where she had taken refuge, and cow 
little or nothing will come to her of the 
few dollars which have come to light by- 
digging in theruins. Her brother-in-law's 
house was robbed of everything and the 
clothes on her back are all she had until 
some of us supplied some of her wants. 
As the kindergarten has been closed she 
is out of work, as well as stripped of cloth- 
ing and money, and deprived of friends as 


well. We have taken her to live with us, 
to help about my sewing, etc. 


Girl Left for Dead. 


The home of the girl who was baby's 


nnrse lost year was one of those demolish- 
ed. Her father was killed and her young- 
er sister was given the choice of Moham- 
med or the sword. She refused to become 
a Moslem and was hacked down with 
cruel sword thrusts, and was left for dead. 
The next day the wreck of a girl crept 
through the streets to the house where 
her mothers and sisters happened to be at 
the time of the attack. She was fright- 
fully changed, but she has been recover- 
ing slowly. There were scores like her. 
Some yielded and gave up their faith. Mr. 
Wingate learned of the whereabouts of 
two such and went and demanded them to 
be given up. Their friends feel as though 
they had received them from the dead. 
Others were seized and carried to villages 
near. Some have returned uninjured, but 
the fate of the others remains a mystery. 
One, 
a pretty girl whom the missionaries 


here know well, and a former pupil in this 
school, has not been heard from yet. 


A]>]»ctlte for Blood. 


A week or so after these events I return- 


ed to the city, but I was unable to go out- 
side of our own home, so I saw very little 
of the suffering that has come to the poor 
people there, but you have had a sample 
of some of the ghastly stories that have 
come to us, and we only wish we Ojuld be 
sure there are 
not 
fresh 
ones to 


follow. The Turks' appetite for blood 
has awakened and he clamora for more. 


Seeing the frightful suffering of those 


about us makes our own seem light, and 
our worldly possessions have lost all their 
attractions. 
All we ask is to have our 


lives spared. How good it would seem to 
be transferred with all our friends to a 
place of safety, where we might be 
reasonably sure of living in peace the 
most ordinary sort of an existence. 


My greatest anxiety is for my Lois, If I 


could only commit her to her grand- 
mother in America I would be content to 
remain here myself and abide the issue of 
this frightful contest, but we see no way 
now but to remain where we are and do 
what we can to pass along the contribu- 
tions of money and clothing that are com- 
ing from all quarters. We await with 
anxiety the action of the "Six Great 
Weaklings" as they should be called. It 
is well for us that there is a Higher Power 
in whom we can trust.

Shortly after the writing of the above 


letter, Mm. Wingate's little daughter Lois, 
referred to as having suffered a severe 
attack of illness, succomed to a sharp 
attack of pneumonia.

Appreciative Words from an Old Friend of 


Mrs. 
Wllber. 


DELAKD, FI.A., April 3,1898. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I have just open- 


ed the TRANSCRIPT and read the notice of 
the passing away of Mrs. J. Wilbur. I 
made her acquaintance on the second day

THE QARDANELLES.

Protection Than tho Forts—Not Difficult 
to Bun by the Latter—Amuttaf Expert* 


' enoe» of Naval Officers. 


Tho strait of the Dardanelles Is, as many 


know, a narrow and tortuous waterway 
of no groat length leading in from the 
north ^Egean to the inland soa of Mar- 
Mora. 
But what ninny do not know is 


(hat the Turkish fortifications of thn Dar- 
danelles—at least, those of any impor- 
tance—are situated in a single locality in 
the vicinity of the squatty little Turkish 
town of Chanak-Kalosi (or tho Pottery 
Castle), which lies on the Asiatic shore a 
few miles in from the mouth of tho strait. 
Ono of those batteries—n low lying forti- 
fication constructed of mud, or rather clay 
walls, faced hero aud thore with stone—is 
situated at Chunak-Kalcsi itself. Another 
Is planted about two inilos further uorth- 
eatt on the same shore, while immediately 
across tho strait from Chanak-Ealesi other 
battlements Imvo been roared on some- 
what higher ground. None of those de- 
fenses is especially formidable, ns mod- 
ern fortifications go, although it must bo 
admitted that, inferior as they aro in many 
respects, tlioy do mount some heavy krupp 
guns of modern construction aud undoubt- 
ed power, while torpedoes, it is said, have 
lately been sunk in tho channel. Every 
now and then tho Turkish government 
buys a now gun and sots it up at the Dar- 
danelles with a sublime confidence that 
thereby the integrity of tho.empiro will ba 
effectually seourod. 


But the Turks understand little about 


the handling of these great grins, although 
the Osmanli soldiers aro brave whon well 
officered, and it is probable that in the 
event of actual hostilities tbo gunners 
would soon be driven from these defenses, 
and many of the guns themselves be dis- 
mounted (hy the skillful fire at long 
range of a fleet lying just inside the lower 
strait) before tho Osmanli garrison could 
discharge more than a few wild shots 
with their Intricate, but poorly managed, 
ballistic apparatus. 
What really adds 


more to tho strength of these doorway de- 
fenses of Turkey, so to speak, than any 
qualities of the garrison in these forts is 
the BTI iftuoss of the currents and the tor- 
tuous character of tho ship channel of the 
Dardanelles. Yet It is not improbable 
that once crippled by a flro at long range 
a nervy and resolute captain of a modern 
battleship could run tho gantlet of the 
upper batteries before tbo bewildered gun- 
ners could adjust their artillery to the 
warship's varying range or succeed in ac- 
complishing more than a smashing of 
tome of tho vessel's upper works. Out of 
• fleet of half n dozen vessels endeavoring 
to force the passage of the Dardanelles, 
two would probably be disabled or would 
helplessly ground in maneuvering, while 
tho balance would steam triumphantly 
past Gallipoli, at the upper end of the 
Dardanelles, and thereafter have absolute- 
ly froe course directly to the Goldcu Horn 
and that part of the pretty Bosporus 
overlooked by tho windows and modest 
facades of the Yildiz palace. It Is said 
that in tho old days of three dockers an 
American frigate, whoso right of entrance 
had been challenged by the Turks, hove to 
opposite Chaimk (as the orientals familiar- 
ly aud nlinofit affectionately term the pul- 
aco), fired a salute and then under the 
cover of the sinoko this raided—for that 
was before the days of "smokeless pow- 
dor"—madiihoklly up tho strait for the 
soa of Marmoru before the Turks oould re- 
cover from tho astonishment or interpose 
any forcible remonstrance. 


Another American naval officer tells an 


amusing story of an experience that befell 
him when Ills ship was anchored off 
Chaiiak awaiting tho reception of "rra- 
liqr.p." 
After some delay a boat was ob- 


served putting off from shore iu the direc- 
tion of the United States corvot. As the 
boat came alongside a dirty Turkish offi- 
cer stood up in the stern shoots, and, 
pointing with his thumb in the general 
direction, of Constantinople, exclaimed, 
"Stambouln git!" 
The officer of tho deck 


did not understand the whole forco of the 
expression (go to Constantinople), but 
with tho qaick wit of a Jfnnkeo be in- 
stinctively divined the significance of the 
"git" (an imperative from the Turkish 
verb gitiuck), which eoeinod to possess a 
cortatu resemblance to Yankee slaug, and 
Immediately gave orders to get the anchor 
aboard and bear away up the strait toward 
gtamboul as fast as the slow American 
tub could travel. 


Outgoing—that is, westward bound— 


vessels stop their engines abreast of a Turk- 
ish gnnrdshrp no biggor than a North rivor 
tug, anchored about two inilos above 
Chanak-Kalesi, and there tho permission 
in documentary form which they hud re- 
ceived authorizing tho navigation of the 
Turkish waters by them they deliver up 
boforo steaming past Chanak out among 
the Greek islands of tho Mgean, 
If a 


venturesome or ignorant merchant steam- 
er on entering tho strait presumes to pass 
on beyond a certain point, a shot is fired 
across her bcw, and the cost of tho powder 
thus burnud is collected scrupulously 
from tho owners or agents of the vessel ou 
her arrival at Sramboal, ns oriental logio 
falls to comprehend why poor Turkey 
should pay for any foreign disregard of her 
rules.—Army and Navy Journal.

Gen. Harrison To Join the Ranks 


of Hymen To-day. 


TIME OF THE MARRIAGE A SECRET 


Expected That the Ceremony Will Oeon» 


Lato This Evening — Wedding Dinner 


To lie Served on the ex-Fresl- 


dent'e Special Train. 


New York, April 6. — Ex-President 


Benjamin Harrison is to be married to- 
day in St. Thomas' church, but at what 
hour the cen-mony is to take place it 
is impossible to tell, for it is a secret 
closely guarded by the general and all 
of his friends. They also decline to 
give any particulars whatever about 
the affair and its participants, Mrs. 
Dimmick declines to talk and her 
friends refuse to speak of any of the 
interesting tilings that have come to 
their knowledge. Is is believed that 
the ceremony will take place between 
& and 7 o'clock this evening, but this 
cannot be stated with certainty. This 
secrecy is maintained in order to avoid 
the crush around the church, although 
Police Inspector Cortright has taken 
special precautions to prevent any an- 
noyance to the bridal party. Gen. 
Harrison v>;is up bright and early this 
morning. He spent some time in look- 
ing over his mail and wrote and mailed 
several loiters. None but intimate 
friends wera permitted to enter his 
room. 


Gen. Harrison's Raster. 


Gen. Harrison arose at 7 o'clock yes- 


terday and spent some time in looking 
over his ma il, and it was 9 o'clook when 
he went down to breakfast with Col. 
Corbin, U. N A., who had called, and 
Private 
Secretary Tibbetts. 
After 


breakfast tliey were joined by Daniel 
T. Rarasdell, who is to be an usher, 
»nd the party talked some time. Gen. 
Harrison wrote a few letters and at 
noon wae joined by his former attorney 
general, with whom Mr. Harrison was 
aloac for upwards of an hour. They 
then started for a walk and passed out 
at the Twenty-third street door of the 
hotel to a\ oid the reporters who were 
in the corridors. The ex-president was 
recognized by but few pedestrians and 
after stroV ing up Fifth avenue a few 
blocks returned to his hotel and stayed 
in his apartments until dinner time. 
The 
ushers, Messrs. Tibbetts • and 


Kamsd"ll; Mrs. Parker, wife of Lieut. 
Parker, U. S. N., who is Mrs. Dimmick's 
sister, and Mrs. Parker of Washington, 
the wife of Major Parker, will accom- 
pany Gen. Harrison and his bride as 
far as Philadelphia on his special car, 
after the wedding. A wedding dinner 
will be served on the train. Although 
it was reported that William C. Whit- 
ney had made preparations for a wed- 
ding dinner at his home directly after 
the churoh ceremony, he refused to 
confirm it, and so do the others. 


WORCESTERS3REAT FIRE 


to the \Voshburn A Moen Company 


Amounts to 8175,OOO. 


Worcester, Mass., April 6. — The most 


disastrous fire since 1S84 occurred yes- 
terday when the spring factory of the 
Quinsigamond works of the Washburu 
&, Moen Manufacturing company were 
burned. The loss is total, and P. W. 
Moen, general manager, estimates the 
loss at 817,2,000. This is covered by in- 
surance placed in the Manufacturers' 
Mutual. The fire originated in an oil 
pipe, connected with one of the fur- 
naces in the mill, which was being re- 
paired by two men. The building was 
BO saturated with oil that the men had 
barely time to escape. An alarm was 
turned in, but before the department 
arrived the interior of the building was 
a mass of flames, so that the firemen 
were unable to get into it. Several 
lines of hose were directed to the south 
end of tiie building-, where are located 
the engine and boilers used for fur- 
nishing steam for the spring factory 
and insulating mill. Several lines of 
hose wc'-e also directed on the two im- 
mense tanks of petroleum on the outside 
ot the building from which the supply 
for the furnaces was drawn. One hour 
af tcrj the alarm had been turned in 
these tanks exploded, and the oil ran 
into the canal, which is several hun- 
dred roils in length. The burning oil 
on the water furnished a brilliant and 
unusuaJ spectacle and it was fifteen 
minutes before the fiames died out on 
the surface of the canal. The company 
will rebuild at once.

Cardinals Gibbons, Vaughan and 


Logue Evolve » Plan. 


PERMANEST COURT OF ARBITRATION 


Bueh a Project Is Beset with Practical, 


But Hot Insuperable, Difficulties—The 


English-Speaking Nations Par- 


ticularly Addressed. 


Baltimore, April G.—His eminence 


Cardinal Gibbons has given to the 
United Press an appeal, signed by the 
American, Irish and English cardinals, 
in behalf of a permanent tribunal of 
arbitration, with the view of creating 
new guarantees for peace throughout 
the world as a substitute for war. The 
appeal is the result of a joint confer- 
ence in which Cardinal Gibbons, Cardi- 
nal Logue and Cardinal Vaughan have 
for quite some time been engaged. The 
conclusions arrived at by their crai- 
nences«re as follows: "We, representa- 
tives of the Prince of Peace and of the 
Catholic church in our respective coun- 
tries, invite all who hear our voice to 
co-operate in the formation of a public 
opinion, which shall demand the estab- 
lishment of a permanent tribunal of 
arbitration, as a rational substitute 
among the English-speaking races 
for a resort to the bloody arbitrament 
ot war. We are well aware that such 
a project is beset with practical diffi- 
culties. We believe that they will not 
prove to be insuperable if the desire to 
overcome them be genuine and general 
Such a court existed for centuries when 
the nations of Christendom were united 
in one faith. And have we not seen 
nations appeal to that same court for 
its judgment in our own da}'? 


Flan of the Proposed Tribunal. 


"The establishment of a permanent 


tribunal composed, may be, of trusted 
representatives of each sovereign na- 
tion, with power to nominate judges 
and umpires according to the nature of 
the difference that arises, and a com- 
mon acceptance of general principles 
defining and limiting the jurisdiction 
and subject matter of such tribunal, 
would create new guarantees for peace 
that could not fail to influence the 
whole of Christendom. Such an inter- 
national court of arbitration would 
form a second line of defense, to be 
called into requisition only after the 
ordinary resources of diplomacy had 
been exhausted. It would at least 
postpone the outbreak of hostilities 
until reason and common sense had 
formally pronounced their last word. 
This is a matter of which the constitu- 
tion and procedure must be settled by 
governments. But as governments are 
becoming more and more identified 
with the aspirations, and moulded by 
the desires, of the people, an appeal iu 
the first instance must be addressed to 
the people. We do not hesitate on our 
part to lift up our united voice and 
proclaim to all who are accustomed to 
hearken to counsels, that it is a sign of 
a divine influence at work in their 
midst when'nation shall not lift up a 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they be exercised any more in war' 
(Isaiah, 2, 4); for it was written of a 
future time, 'come ye and behold the 
work of the Lord, what wonders He 
hath done upon the earth, making wars 
to cease even to the end of the earth' 
(Ps., 45, 9). 


Main Ground of the Appeal. 


"Others may base their appeal upon 


motives which touch your worldly in- 
terests, your prosperity, your world- 
wide influence and authority in the af- 
fairs of men. The Catholic church 
recognizes the legitimate force of such 
motives in the natural order and 
blesses whatever tends to the real pro- 
gress and elevation of the race. But 
our main ground of appeal rests npon 
the well known character and will 
of the Prince ol Peace, the Living 
Founder, the Divino Ilead of Christen- 
dom. It is He who declared that love 
for the brotherhood is a second com- 
mandment like unto the first. It was 
He who announced to tho people the 
praise and reward of those who seek 
after peace aud pursue it. 'Blessed,' 
said He, 'are the peacemakers, for they 
shall be called the childrarx of God.' 
(Matt., 5, 9.) We, therefore, earnestly 
invite all to unite with ns in pressing 
their convictions and desires upon their 
respective governments by means ot 
petitions and such other measures as 
are constitutional."

WORK IN CONGRESS 


Sanate Cuban Besoluttone In tt*> 


House To-day. 


WILL PROBABLY BE AGREED TO 


River and Harbor Bill Mny Also Be Takes 


Up—Various Matters of General Pub- 


lic Interest Will Occupy the 


Senate's Attention. 


Washington, April 6.—A vote upon 


the adoption of the senate resolutions 
relating to Cuba will be the first item 
of business in the house this week, 
under the agreement entered into Sat- 
urday, by which the sessions of that 
day were given to debate on the sub- 
ject. The vote will be taken some 
time to-day. 
There is no reason to 


doubt that tho resolutionswill be agreed 
to by a large majority, although the 
debate of Friday developed aa unsus- 
pected amount of opposition to any 
declaration on the subject by congress, 
and the antagonists of the conference 
report assert that the vote against the 
adoption will be largely increased over' 
the vote cast against the resolutions 
originally passed by the house. The 
Cuban matter out of the way, Mr. 
Hooker, chairman of the committee oo 
rivers and harbors, will make an effort, 
to-day being suspension day under the 
rules, to take up the appropriation bill 
reported by him on Friday, and proceed 
with its consideration under suspen- 
sion of the rules. It Is not the inten- 
tion, it is explained, to ask the house 
to finally dispose of it within the 
limited time allowed for discussion of 
a bill so taken up, but to give a rea- 
sonable time for its consideration. The 
determination of this period of "rea- 
sonable time" will necessarily be the 
subject of a unanimous agreement, so 
that it is impossible to forecast now 
what it will be.

yacht Hohenzollern with the emperor 
and efijpress, the crown prince and

Messina and np the Adriatic, the voy- 
age being timed so that the party \vill 
reach Venice on April 10. The weather 
during their stay in Sicily has been 
good. The imperial pavty have been 
well received everywhere. They have 
not be-jn troubled with the curiosity of 
the public nor have they been annoyed 
by over attention on the part of the 
authorities. The emperor telegraphed 
to his brother, Prince Henry, »t Roma 
«ra Friday requesting him to convoy to 
King Humbert an expression of the de-

throughout his tour. Accordingly 
Prince Henry and his wifo, Princess 
Irene of Hesse, went to the quirinal 
and delivered the emperor's message.

Venice, where he will be received by 
the municipal authorities, the Pr ince 
of Naples, representing the king; the 
Duke of Sermoneta, Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, and Count Lanza di 
Busca, Italian ambassador to Germany, 
the latter of whom left Berlin on 
Thursday for th« purpose of assisting 
at the interview which will take place 
between King Humbert and the kaiser.

Herr Len- 
bach showed the correspondent his 
latest oil painting of Prince Bismarck. 
It is a fine work, the eye having a 
speaking expression that is marvel- 
lous. He also exhibited the last por- 
trait which he painted from life of the 
old Kaiser William I The picture is 
now hanging in the smoking room at 
Friedrichsruhe, and is so placed that 
Prince Bismarck sitting in h}s easy 
chair 
with 
his accustomed long- 


stemmed pipe can obtain the best pos- 
sible view of the features of his old 
master. Prince Bismarck passes much 
of his time daily in this room. The 
(ruestsi who visited the ex-chancel- 
lor on the occasion of his birthday con- 
curred in the opinion that the kaisar's 
present to the prince, a photograph of 
the Imperial group encased in a bronze 
frame, the whole being about a foot 
long, signified almost anything that 
the observer of the gift might surmise, 
but really gave no indication of the 
kaiser's feeling. It was remarked that 
the features of the notable persons 
viewing the photograph made rapid 
changes from cold to warmth and vico 
versa. Count von Waldersee,

meeting the prince, 
expressed his 


pleasure at seeing the ex-chancellor so i 
strong and bright. 


Expectlaig Blsmarok** Recall. 


The semi-official press are conjectur- 


ing that the emperor is again warming 
toward Prince Bismarck, and aro ac- 
cordingly recurring to praises of ths 
prince's genius and services to the 
empire. 
The Cologne Gazette which 


recently published an article referring 
to the pitiful sight of the decayed 
chancellor stumbling, full of com- 
plaints, behind the state chariot, now 
declares that the period of antagonism 
towards him is over and that calumny 
has been silenced. 
"His worst ene- 


mies," the Gazette continues, "art 
ready to admit the grandeur of this 
colossal historic figure and the heart of 
the whole of Germany yearns towards 
him." 
The Bismarckian newspapers 


do not accept any criticism of the, 
pi'inee dealing with the ex-chancellor 
as belonging to past history and hold 
that it is probable that he will still be 
called upon to guide the state through, 
ft crisis. The Berlin Neueste Kach- 
richten asserts that the discontent at 
Prince Bismarck's dismissal from the 
public service remains as great to-day 
as it was in 1890. The noted Gorman 
explorer, Eugen S. Wolff, in conversa- 
tion with the United Press correspond- 
ent at Friedrichsruhe, declared that 
the day was coming when confusion 
and entanglement would reach such a 
pass that the empero? would fee unable 
to help himself except by recalling 
Prince Bismarck to the chancellorship. 
"It will be a bad day for Germany,'* he 
said, "it the prince is not alive to 
•vert a catastrophe." Herr Wolff ex- 
pressed the opinion that England 
would 
prevent both Germany and 


'France from making any further ex- 
tension of their irfnueoce in Africa. 


BERMUDA'S CARGO LANDED.

From these 
advices the junta is confident that the 
greater portion of the arms and ammu- 
nition the Bermuda carried out of this 
port is now in the possession of the 
Cuban patriot army, and that it any 
part was still left on the steamer when 
she was seized at Honduras it was only 
a small portion of the original cargo.

muda expedition to Cuba, of which 
Gen. Garcia had charge, and of an im- 
portant battle which took place in 
Pinar del Bio, which was disastrous to 
the Spaniards, and which was made 
for the purpose of permitting the Ber- 
muda to land her small arms and 
ammunition.
